Chambers’s Encyclopwdia. New ed. L5v. 
London, George Newnes Ltd., [c1955]. 
illus. maps. diagrs. 27.5cm. various cloth 
bindings $259, $297, $351.75; to schools 
and libraries $205, $234, $281.75. 

The last previous edition of this encyclo- 
pedia, first published in parts between 1859 
and 1868, was a completely new edition 
published in 1950 and reviewed in Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, April 1951. As 
was true of the 1950 edition, Mrs. M. D 
Law is Managing Editor, with a staff of 
nine assistant editors and 52 advisory edi- 
tors. All major articles and some short 
ones are signed. A list of contributors ap- 
pears in each volume, and reference to 
these lists shows that the contributors are 
persons whose education and experience 
qualify them as authorities for the subjects 
upon which they have written 

The set contains 12,665 pages, of which 
222 are preface pages, including lists of 
contributors. Volume 15 contains the atlas 
and indexes. The preface to the 1955 
edition is substantially the same as that 
to the 1950 edition, a fact which indicates 
that the general plan and policy of the 
work remain the same. A few paragraphs 
have been cut and the space used for an 
added paragraph regarding revisions made 
in the 1955 edition 

The encyclopedia is addressed to the 
“educated layman.” Treatment is factual 
and scholarly rather than popular. There 
are “a limited number of long main arti- 
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cles, a substantial number of shorter arti- 
cles describing in greater detail the princi- 
pal points of the main articles and a large 
number of brief descriptive entries. The 
whole is made immediately accessible by a 
full index, a high degree of sub-division of 
articles and ample cross-reference.” The 
final volume contains a classified list of 
most of the articles showing the contents 
of the encyclopedia under subjects. 

Arrangement is alphabetical, letter by 
letter. On the spine of each volume the 
scope is abbreviated, as A-Aut, Aut-Cam, 
with ten pairs of overlapping abbrevia- 
tions. This arrangement makes it fre- 
quently necessary to consult two volumes 
to find the topic wanted. 

The scope of the work is encyclopedic, 
but coverage is naturally more limited 
than in encyclopedias of more volumes. 
For example, in the section A-Ala the 
Encyclopedia Americana, 1956 has 52 en- 
tries, Encyclopaedia Britannica, 1954 has 
1955 has 20. While

varying policies in regard to 


entries, for example, Americana’s well 

known policy of using many small entries, 
tend to make such a comparison of ques 

tionable value, a count of the references in 
the indexes of the three sets, A-Abram 
vives Americana 373, Britannica 566, and 
Chambers’s 259. Biography and geography 
have the greatest number of separate en- 
tries in the set, but the proportion of these 
to other entries varies in different parts 
because of the normal alphabetical distri- 
bution of names. A count of the Ce, Ho- 
Hol, and Re-Ren sections shows 104 bio- 
graphical articles, 83 geographical and 101 
other entries. 

A group of entries from four special- 
ized reference books was checked against 
the index of Chambers’s Encyclopawdia 
Roughly the percentages of entries from 
each that appear in Chambers’s either as 
separate articles or as index references 
are: Van Nostrand’s Scientific Encyclo- 
pedia, second edition, 70 per cent, Encyclo- 
poedia of the Social Sciences, 60 per cent, 
Harper’s Encyclopedia of Art, 50 per cent, 
and Grove’s Dictionary of Music and Mu- 
sicians, fifth edition, 12 per cent. When the 


differences in size, scope and type of en- 
tries of the four works are taken into con- 
sideration, it is evident that various sub- 
ject fields are well represented. 

In the evaluation of a new edition, the 
amount and kind of revision and the de- 
gree of up-to-dateness are main points to 
be considered. It is stated: “Every single 
article throughout the whole work has 
been meticulously examined for revision.” 
But the fact that every article has been 
examined for revision does not mean that 
every article has been revised. The tabu- 
lation of revisions in volume 7 provided by 
the publisher shows that many pages have 
been left exactly as in the 1950 edition and 
many others revised only by changing 
population figures, or inserting the date of 
a person’s death. While many of the arti- 
cles left unchanged are long basic articles 
on subjects that do not change rapidly, the 
unrevised material also includes scientific 
subjects which presumably are constantly 
undergoing research, for example: Hor- 
mone, Hydroponics, Immunity and Immi- 
nization, Infantile Paralysis, and Isotopes 
A comparison of the first 100 pages of 
volume 1 of the two editions shows sub- 
stantially the same amount and kind of 
revision 

Certain specific errors that were pointed 
out in the Subscription Books Bulletin re- 
view of the 1950 edition have not been cor- 
rected, for example, a word left out of a 
quotation from the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the University of Akron still re- 
ferred to as Buchtel College although the 
name was changed in 1913, and the mis- 
spelling of Buncombe County, North 
Carolina. 

It is stated in the Preface, “Particular 
care has been bestowed on the bibliog- 
raphical notes. .. . Books indicated . . 
include the acknowledged standard works 
on the topic ... and in addition the latest 
publications which may be of interest.” 
But no consistent policy as to bibliog- 
raphies could be discovered, except that 
they seem to have received less attention 
in the revision than anything else. In the 
tabulation for volume 7, only three bibliog- 
raphies are stated to have been revised.

For many topics throughout the encyclo- 
pedia, the latest publication date in the 
bibliography is before 1950. Some uneven- 
ness was noted; for example, Adult Edu- 
cation has a bibliography of more than 20 
items, distributed over the period 1909- 
1953, while Progressive Education has 
none. Anaesthesia has 31 entries from B.C. 
(Homer) to 1947, but Allergy has none. 
Tuberculosis has 30 entries, 1936-1955, but 
Sulphonamide Drugs has only six, with 
none later than 1945. Pyrotechnics has 24, 
1540-1953, but Radio-activity has only five 
and Radar six. The typical bibliography 
for states of the United States consists of 
the Federal Writers Project guide book, 
one historical work, and in a few cases one 
or two other titles. One of the most im- 
portant contributions that these acknowl- 
edged authorities could make would be to 
provide adequate bibliographies. This has 
been done admirably for some subjects, 
but not at all consistently 

As one test of up-to-dateness a large 
number of geographical entries were ex- 
amined for population figures. The latest 
census is included for all places noted in 
the United States, Canada and the United 
Kingdom. The remainder of the sample 
comprises 53 place names from 31 coun- 
tries. The latest census figures have been 
used for 19 countries, but older figures 
have been used for at least a part of the 
places in 12 others. Possible reasons for 
this may be the difficulty of getting infor- 
mation this 
would not seem to apply to France and 
Australia with censuses in 1954 and Ceylon 
with a census in 1953. In the latter case the 
figures given in the article on Ceylon were 
from the 1953 but those under 
names of individual towns were older.

Statistical materials are excellently por- 
trayed in tables throughout the set. Of 25 
articles in the section Malaya to Newhaven 
having tables, all show information as re- 
cent as 1951, 13 to 1952, 6 to 1953 and 2 to 
1954. Where events in the text are dated, 
most of these articles show dates since 
1950, but there are exceptions. In this same 
section there is an excellent example of 
the use of uniform tables: eight tables by 


John Rosewarne Stevens giving shipping 
statistics for port cities in England, France, 
Canada, and the United States. Tables 
uniform with these appear throughout the 
set. 

As a test of accuracy as well as up-to- 
dateness, biographical sketches of 29 living 
persons were studied. Dates of birth of all 
agreed with those in other reference books 
checked. Three of the 29 are now deceased, 
but too recently for this fact to be in- 
cluded. But the latest dated information 
about 12 of these persons is in the 1940's, 
for three in the 1930’s, and for one in 1924. 
This is justified in cases where the indi- 
vidual has been retired for some years. It 
is likely that the contributors were forced 
to be very brief and therefore very selec- 
tive. Nevertheless some rather significant 
achievements have been omitted; for ex- 
ample, there is no mention of the “Hoover 
Commission” in the about 
Herbert Hoover. 

Again, a list of 15 events of 1954 were 
chosen at random from the Chronologies 
in World Almanac and Annual Register. 
Nine of these were found in Chambers’s, 


statement 


but six were not. For example, the signing 
of the St. Lawrence Seaway Bill and the 
reelection of Tito are included, but not the 
christening of the Nautilus or the reelec- 
tion of Chiang Kai-shek. 

As claimed in the Preface, indexing and 
cross references make the whole easily ac- 
cessible. Cross references include q.v., see, 
and see also references. There are numer- 
ous instances where the same topic can be 
found both through the index and through 
cross references. But use of the very de- 
tailed index (412 pages of 4 columns each) 
brings out many items of information not 
otherwise accessible. “An entry in bold- 
faced type indicates that there is an article 
on the subject in the Encyclopedia. .. An 
entry in light-faced type shows that the 
Encyclopedia does not contain a separate 
article on the subject in question but that 
it is dealt with in the volume and on the 
page specified.” “Passing references in one 
place to subjects discussed more compre- 
hensively elsewhere have as a rule been 


ignored...” But these subjects mentioned 
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incidentally are faithfully included in the 
index when not treated elsewhere. 

The final volume contains the general 
subject index, 144 pages of maps and the 
index to them, a list of abbreviations, and 
a list of contributors. Map scales vary from 
that of a map of Southeast England which 
is 1: 1,500,000 to a map of the world, 1: 
150,000,000. Because of the small scale and 
the narrow gutter margins many of the 
maps are difficult to read. The use of color 
to show relief on such small maps tends to 
obscure political boundaries. Pakistan is 
listed in the index as a separate state, but 
the name Pakistan seems to be superim- 
posed upon maps carrying prominently the 
names of the former states and the use of 
color makes boundaries even more difficult 
North and South Korea still are 
not indicated, nor has the boundary of 
Northern Ireland been clarified. By con- 
trast the 1954 Britannica and 1956 Amer- 
icana have maps with clear boundaries.

The maps are well indexed, except for the 
historical maps, which are not included in 
the index. 

As is to be expected in an English publi- 
cation, coverage is somewhat better for 
British topics than for United States topics, 
and the point of view is British. For ex- 
ample, the space allotted to seven counties 
of England is greater than that for seven 
states of the United States, despite the fact 
that the areas and populations of the latter 
are much greater. After stating the ideal 
of producing an unbiased factual work, the 
Preface goes on to say: “Chambers’s En- 
cyclopeedia, though it numbers among its 
contributors scores of scholars from nearly 
every country in the world, is primarily a 
British production and therefore no doubt 
the

The format is uniformly good. Paper 
and print are good, and the binding of the 
review set ($234 to libraries) is attractive 
and durable. The edition in the binding at 
$205 to libraries, which places it more 
nearly in the price class of the standard 
American encyclopedias, was not available 
for examination. 

Because of its scope, authoritativeness, 
careful editing, thorough indexing, and 
adult vocabulary and style, Chambers’s 
Encyclopedia, 1955 is recommended for 
libraries and homes serving adult readers. 
Those already having the 1950 edition may 
for budgetary reasons prefer to continue to 
use it for basic information and to bring it 
up to date by use of statistical yearbooks 
and periodical materials. But the conven- 
ience of having more up-te-date material 
all in one place justifies the purchase of 
Be.

The American Negro novelist and author of 
The color curtain (BooKk.ist 52: 335, Ap 15 56) 
feelingly reviews his impressions of a few 
months’ sojourn in Spain in the summer of 
1954. By living mainly in private homes, and 
through interviews with flamenco dancers, 
bullfighters, intellectuals, priests, and mem- 
bers of minority groups, the writer hoped to 
capture an unposed likeness of postwar Spain, 
with its pageantry, poverty, and Falange poli- 
tics.
